The BPAI reversed the rejection of claims 12-20 and affirmed the rejection of claims 1- 
1 1 and 21-25. Claims 12-20 are now allowed and claims 1-11 and 21-25 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The independent claim 12 recites generating a customer path to a location corresponding 
to said selected product identification data that includes a location corresponding to said 
customer interest data so that said customer following said generated path comes into the vicinity 
of a product in which the customer may have an interest to purchase on the way to the customer 
selected product. Burke discloses generating a customer path to a location corresponding to a 
selected product that includes (as its terminal point) at least one location corresponding to 
customer interest data in the form of a special deal relating to the selected product, however 
failed to disclose customer following the generated path comes into the vicinity of a product in 
which the customer may have an interest to purchase on the way to the customer selected 
product.
